SUBJECT i Relationships Between £0/1 and DD/SH.T 


lli* recent transfer of OSI to the Directcr&fo of Science aad 
Technology necessitates a statement of respective responMbiUti&s 
of the DD/I and BD/SatT in certain areas* The following guideline© 
apply: 

1. ft is essential that tMe or g&ni nation al change- «&*ftce the 
free Bow of basic intelligence information and exchange of suc-jtantwe 
views between the DD/I and SXD/S&T at all levels. v/eU-cstabliahed 
working relationships exist and will be ehccursged to ensure that all 
appropriate substantive information ants view-points are available arid 
considered in connection with, the pre&tctiea of fiai&hsd intelligence 
of all types. 

2. Over-all responsibility for production and publication of 
finished intelligence, and its dissemination outside of CIA* vernalas 
assigned to the DD/I. 

3. The 3DD/SDT carries the basic responsibility for the production 
and publication of scientific and technical Intelligence* Discern! nation 
outside of CIA will have prior DB/1 coordination. 

4. The DD/I carries the basic mjjoasibilitjr for ID a integration 
of scientific and technical intelligence produced by DD/S-S T with cDa? 
types of intelligence in the development of finished intelligence. 

5. The £>0/X will coordinate ell finish-.-*! inteliigeac® which 
incorporates scientific and technical material with the D£732eT prior 

to dissemination outsider CIA, using esdating channels for this coordina- 
tion. 
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6 * Scientific and technical intelligence fueterzel will foe routinely 
provided to -the SIS/I who will tlvtu haw- aua opportunity to fuse it with 
cthor types of intslli- 5 cr.ee iu more broadly based CIA publications. This 
advance coordination will &.l$o casurc that the substantive views of ell 
relevant DB/I analytical components will confcisua to foe available to the 
Office of Scientific iritelUgonca. The 1 >D/1 will designate a senior officer 
to ensure that these corcmcuta »re provided promptly to OM so that aa 
efficient production effort cast bo sustained. This provision for review 
of SL T intcliigeace will also encotivage the normal end ccdonsive exchange 
of draff reports foctweeas analysts. 


?. Production of BS&T intelligence reports* especially v.s they 
support KaSosal Intelligence Satimetoe and Current IntelUjenco &e other 
CIA saemcranda, will be scheduled so as to he responsive to £D/I needs. 


8. OS1 will continue to prepare draft contribution to pntiaent 
National Intelligence £ailci«te«, and will provide them to CfNP 1 and other 
interested office© of the DI>/L The same draft cc-nfrifoufcicns will else 
be provided to the relevant u£IB committees, whore ouch drafts often 
form the basis for community egsreexneat which is stmsvquenUy provided 
by the committee® to ONP. These draft -contributions will foe clearly 
identified a® DD/S&T working papers, so as not to too confused with 
final Agency pocitioas. 


9* It is essantiel that OCf find OWE continue to receive vigorona 
and effective support from the DP/ST on current and national Intelligence 
matters. The AD/SI will designate a senior officer to ensure that this 
support is rendered to OC1, ONE, and other element* of the DOfl. 


10. The PD/S&T will act && the iixuaa&dlafo Hnic Mwtta tie EOT and 
the USIB scientific committees, Of/ASC, 3A.T-IC, and SIC, while rece&'SJaiag 
that these committees are elements of OC-Oi ea& are not subordinate to 
cither DE/I or D0/83.T. The rO/Sd*T will take the Initiative in preparing 
briefing memoranda and position papers fov the XJCI on matters ariei-i* 
out of those committees* and will coordinate suck matters with the DE/L 


U. The D&/I is responsible lor estafoliahing the CIA position os all 
USIB matters. He will rely heavily on the BD/toaT in framing the Agency 
position oa matters which are primarily scientific and t&chaical end will 
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ensure that unrc solved Substantive cUffcrencea between D£/ShT ana 
Board Estimates are clearly evident. The BD/I will furnish the DD/S&T 
with copie® of all pertinent uSIB briefing memoranda for the BDCX and
